and the records that go with it is special 
and shouldn't have a * sign all over it*

KNCW WHAT TOU ARE LOOKING FORi 



One of the major problems with search- 
inp for certain records is not Icnowinp what 
the records look like* Just knowing what 
the title of the record is will not help you. 
Tou can get shafted too easily by someone 
trving to sell you a fake* Try to read up 
about it, find out titles* label, date pres- 
sed, are lyrics included, and so on. Look 
through other peoples 1 collections. Know- 
ing what the cover looks like is a major 

help (If there is a cover!). Alot of times 
you'll be going through record bins and 
pass over a good record because you were 
not aware of what it looked like. Setting

Legit 
bootlegs are a different story, such as 
those recent Lost and Found pressings of 
Minor Threat, O.I., and so on. 

SEARCH THROUGH THOSE USED BINSi 

Many, I mean many Great records are 
found looking in the used bins of record 
stores. Sounds, Venus, and Second Coming 
all sell used records. This is where the 
finds lie ripe for the picking. Never 
pass then up, even in the most stupidest 
stores. It would take a couple of pages 
to list all the cool records I know that 
have been found at these places. I my- 
self have found a bundle.

Try net to greedy 
though, share the wealth. 'Which leads to: 

TRADIfiG RECORDS i 

What better way to get rid of unwanted 
records than to trade them for records 
you rpally wsnt. Some peoDle might just 
trade something great for a record you 
have. Even some stores will trace for re- 
cords. Tou have to watch for unsavory 
store owners who just want to ri^ you off. 



READ RECORD COLLECTlNi VAGAZINESi 

A gr.od place to look for rare records 
is in collector's magazines, especially 
Goldmine. Usually these magazines special- 
ize in 50's & oO's music, but everyonce 
in awhile there are ads for hardcore re- 
cords. Not alot of people snnd for stuff 
through these places, so you might come 
up with something. The only problem with 
these things is the expensive postage 
charge some places have* 

STSaXlW RECORDS i 

This is stupid. Don't steal records 
from people, it is not cool. How would 
you like it l_f your records got stolen. 
I don't care even if the kid's a dick. 
Just don't do it. Leads to: 

BE PATEINT, TOUR DAY WILL COMEl 

Obviously, you won't find all the re- 
cords you want in one day. Tou might 
never find then. Keep at it' Always be 
on the lookout for rare records.
